against you or your partner, or

If you can see that both of 
the side suits in the squeeze m ust 
be protected by you. or probably 
both by your partner, or that the 
declarer has a position for a dou 
blo squeeze, then you have usually 
just one chance to foil it. T hat is 
to break up communication be­ 
tween the declarer’s hand and the 
dummy by removing the high- 
card entry from the hand oppo­ 
site that in which the squeezing 
card is to be led.

DIET AND HEALTH 


A Complaint of Children 


B, HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, MJI. 


ONE of the most common com­ 
plaints which the doctor dealing 
with infants and young children is 
called on to treat is constipation. 
While this condition may be due to 
a great variety of causes, ranging 
from faulty diet to bad toilet hab­ 
its, the part played by actual faults 
in the structure of the rectum 
should not be overlooked. 
Unfortunately, some babies ar# 
bom with such defects but in these 
cases careful examination will re­ 
veal the fault, which can often be 
corrected by quite simple treat- 
m nt once it ie recognized. 


Dividing Membranes 
For instance, babies are some­ 
times 
constipated 
because 
the 
membranes which divide the bowel 
and the outside have not com­ 
pletely dissolved. According to Dr. 
Edwin F. Patton of Beverly Hills, 
California, some trace of the mem­ 
branes is present in many babies. 
As a result the baby must strain a 
great deal to have a bowel move­ 
ment. and the stools often are rib­ 
bon shaped. 
The abdomen is swollen and 
blood may be present in the stools. 
The treatm ent of this condition is 
not difficult. The membrane is 
stretched when the physician puts 
his finger into the rectum. Several 
treatm ents are all that is neces­ 
sary. 
Another cause of constipation 
in young children is a fissure or 
crack in the lining membrane o* 
the lower part of the bowel. In 
other cases, there may be some in- 
fiamation of the lining membrane 
called proctitis. In treating this 
disorder, Dr. Patton suggests that 


the size of the stools be decreased 
by including in the diet stewed 
fruits for breakfast and supper, 
dried fruits between meals, and 
two portions of fibrous vegetables 
every day. 
Lubricating Oil 
Some lubricating tubs lance such 
as mineral oil may be employed 
An enema or an injection of water 
into the lower bowel, or a supposi­ 
tory, may be used at bedtime, if 
necessary. 
Another treatm ent which he 
suggests is the use of an anesthetic 
ointment applied to the rectal lin­ 
ing 15 to 20 minutes before it is 
time for the baby to have a bowel 
movement A fissure may be treat­ 
ed by applying silver nitrate. 
Sometimes a baby may have 
frequent small stools due to infec­ 
tion of the skin around the open­ 
ing of the bowel. Pinworms may 
also be responsible for this condi­ 
tion. A ringworm infection of the 
skin around the bowel also may 
produce trouble of this so rt The 
treatm ent will, of course, depend 
on the condition present, but these 
conditions as a rule, can be quickly 
cleared up. 
Bleeding from the bowel in ba­ 
bies may be due to such conditions 
as fissures, the presence o f a small 
tumor growth called a polyp or an 
ulcer in the lower bowel. These 
disorders are diagnosed by exam­ 
ination of the bowel through a 
proctoscope, which is an instru­ 
ment made up of a tube with a 
light which can be passed into the 
bowel. 
By means of a careful study the 
cause of these disturbances in ba­ 
bies can be found and the proper 
treatm ent carried out.

The British government haa 
vaguely promised "full self gov­ 
ernm ent 
within the empire for 
Burma at some time in the early 
future. The government lately 
has been under fire from some 
members of the labor party and 
the opposition for its failure to 
promote a return to normal eco­ 
nomic 
and political 
conditions 
after the dislocation of the J a p ­ 
anese occupation. 
Burma was granted a form of 
home rule under the constitution 
of 1937, which provided for the 
equivalent of a Burmese cabinet 


under the British governor, in 
whose hands the direction of de­ 
fense and foreign affairs rem ain­ 
ed. 
Under present conditions, it 
has not been found possible to 
put even the 1937 arrangem ent 
into full effect, much less make 
progress 
toward 
arranging 
a 
wider form of independence. Aa 
adm itted in paihament, British 
land and naval forces are in ac­ 
tion to suppress lawlessness and 
banditry, 
which 
assumed 
the 
proportions of widespread guer­ 
rilla warfare. 
Dacoits, or bandits, are report­ 
ed to have almost a free hand in 
pillaging large sections of the 
country. They are arm ed with 
machine guns and other modern 
weapons 
acquired 
during 
the 
Japanese occupation. The gov­ 
ernment, it was charged in p ar­ 
liament 
la actually in control 
around 
the larger centers of 
population. 
The peasant farm ers are the 
chief victims of this state of af­ 


fair*. A large proportion of them 
are now tenant farm era or itin­ 
erant farm laborers, having lost 
their holdings to Burmese and 
Indian money lenders over the 
course of years. Because of the 
state of terror, the land is not 
being tilled properly. As a result, 
Burm a 
is 
not 
producing 
the 
large surplus of rice gravely 
needed in this time of crisis to 
feed the starving millions of In­ 
dia. Normally, Burm a was able 
to export about half her grain 
production. 
At 
present, 
it 
is 
hardly more than sufficient for 
domestic needs. 
Under 
such 
conditions, 
the 
British government is confront­ 
ed with a problem which involves 
much more than pacifying the 
Burmese nationalists or tem por­ 
izing with their demands for in­ 
dependence. As pointed out in 
London, it calls for vigorous ac­ 
tion to restore normal conditions 
and hold free elections which 
will pave the way for self gov­ 
ern m en t
